More than half their number 
were killed or captured by the 
Confederates before they got out 
of the country. After the war, the 
bones of these dead were taken 
to the center of the City of Com­ 
fort and buried and it was over 
their grave that the monument 
was erected, and it still stands.

Camp Bowie Due To 
Begin Next Week 


The Job of “decontaminating” 
the vast Camp Bowie military 
training area will start in about 
one week and will continue for 
several 
months, 
and 
cattlemen 
warned that military auth- 
orities will not be responsible for 
what happens to livestock on the 
reservation as a result of the 
process of exploding "dud 
am­ 
munition. 
Warrant Officer C. F Pitanello, 
stationed at Camp Bowie, said 
livestock owners who have cattle 
in the area should take notice 
and move their cattle off the 
reservation before the work gets 
underway, as neither he nor the 
Corps of Engineers could be re­ 
sponsible for any loss to live­ 
stock. 
Cattle on the reservation are 
trespassing on a restricted gov­ 
ernment area, the public was re­ 
minded. 
Warrant Officer Pitanello in­ 
dicated that contemplated plans— 
which are subject to funds avail­ 
able for the purpose—are to use 
about 125 civilian employes, hired 
locally, in the decontamination 
task on the reservation 
From other sources there were 
reports that cattle in some in­ 
stances have been moved in from 
other states to graze on the gov­ 
ernment 
land. 
Those 
familiar 
with the situation said there must 
be thousands of cattle on the 
reservation. 
It might be necessary in some 
linstances to use fire to burn out 
•’duds," and if that method should 
be found necessary, there would 
be added likelihood of livestock 
kisses.
